He then ordered the Americans, a 
detachment of fifteen troopers to fire 
and a sharp fusillade that followed 
lasted about fifteen minutes.

Four Tramway Route* From tho Jaffa 
Gate, One of Which 
Will 
Run to 
Bethlehem, Past Sacred Well* and 
Tomb*—First Rail* Will Be Laid In 
April— Motor B u isi For Syria. 


W hat will amount to a revolutionary 
change in the Holy City is involved in 
the plan, soon to be carried out, to pro­ 
vide Jerusalem with a modern electric 
street car service and with electric 
light The city is also to have a much 
needed adequate water supply 
In order to effect these improve­ 
ments the engineers have come to the 
conclusion that it is necessary to pull 
down the picturesque ancient walls 
and massive towers of the city. 
The rapidity with which Jerusalem 
is extending through the return of the 
Jews in great numbers to the home of 
their ancestors has rendered these im­ 
provements necessary. 
To tile north 
and west of the old city there have 
sprung up within the last ten years, 
says a correspondent of the London 
Daily Express, large Jewish colonies, 
populous residential sections, as well 
as 
convents, 
hospitals, 
institutions, 
schools and other buildings, with the 
result that today there is a greater 
Jerusalem 
without the walls than 
within. 
Tramcars Past Sacred Spot*. 
Four separate tramway routes are to 
be laid down. They will all start from 
the Jaffa gate, the principal entrance 
into the city, and run outside the city 
walls through the newer parts of Jeti- 
salem. 
The first, which will have a j 
length of about two miles, will give 
easy access to what may be termed the 
“business quarter’’ of the Holy City. 
The second, of similar length, will link 
up the large Jewish colonies to the 
north with the city’s principal en­ 
trance. The third will encircle the old 
city, embracing many of its most his­ 
toric sites, such as Calvary, believed 
by many scholars to be the sceue of 
the crucifixion, the tomb of the kings, 
the Mount of Olives and the valley of 
Jehoshaphat 
The fourth line will run from the 
Jaffa gate to Bethlehem, about six 
miles away, traversing what is per 
haps the most sacred thoroughfare in 
the world. 
It teems with holy places 
—sacred wells, tombs aud convents. 
The work of laying the rails is to 
begin in Aprilv and, according to the 


terms of the concession, the syndicate 
has power to extend the lines in any 
direction for a distance of some tw en­ 
ty-five miles. 
The city walls, which have u circum­ 
ference of about three miles and rise 
in places to a height of thirty-eight 
and a half feet, are now being offered 
by the government for sale as building 
material. It is expected, however, that 
efforts will be made to save isolated 
sections, more particularly the massive 
towers. 
Indeed, influential citizens of 
Jerusalem have formed a society aud 
are approaching the government with 
a view to preserving David's tower, 
which they propose to convert into a 
museum. 
Reservoirs to End Water Shortage. 
Of late years Jerusalem has suffered 
greatly from the want of fresh water. 
With the exception of a small quan­ 
tity brought iuto the city fiom the 
ancient pools of Siloam, near Bethle­ 
hem. by means of a pipe which runs 
ulong the old aqueduct, the Holy City 
is entirely dependent for its water 
upon the rainfall. 
Now reservoirs are 
to be built in the upper part of the 
valley of tile brook Cberith. at the 
springs of Ain Fariah and Ain Fou- 
war, where the water will be stored 
nud brought into the city as required 
“That Jerusalem is gradually being 
westernized is evident.” says tile cor­ 
respondent of the Express

The spectrum of 
light is a gam ut of vibrations, and the 
result of the selective action exercised 
by the substances and vapors, from 
which the light has been reflected and 
through which it has passed is to pro­ 
duce variations of color and of intensi­ 
ty of color, as well ns of the quantity 
of invisible radiations present, and 
these variations are not the less real 
and important because the eye is not 
always fully aware of them. 
As to pure sunlight, we never see It 
on the earth 
The light that arrives to 
us from the sun lins neither the color 
nor the intensity that It possesses be 
fore It enters the atmosphere. 
The 
ultraviolet rays especially are almost 
completely screened off by the atmos 
phere. and if they reached us In their 
full force it is probable that life as 
now’ organized on this planet would be 
destroyed by them. 
Every different world has its own 
daylight, although all may be illumi­ 
nated by the same sun. Not only does 
relative distance affect the Intensity of 
daylight on different planets, but the 
constitution of their various atmos 
pheres has an equally great effect. 
Venus has a daylight twice as Intense 
as ours; Mars one-half as intense 
On 
Jupiter the Intensify is 1-25 of that on 
the earth: on Saturn.

A tale of primitive adventure and 
suffering is told by Stephen B. Nelson 
of Vancouver, B. C.

N. F., who believed himself familiar 
enough with Newfoundland to venture 
into the wilds without a guide, went 
ti ere in the dead of winter to hunt 
moose. They nu pissed they were well 
enough equipped for all emergencies, 
but they did not count on Thacker 
tumbling down a mountain side and 
breaking his leg when their am muni­ 
tion and food supply were exhausted. 
The plans of the hunters were upset 
by the accident to Thacker. 
They 
were then far from any settlem ent 
but they recalled a mountain eave that 
they had passed, and Nelson put his 
friend on his back and carried him. 
frequently resting, for half a day. 
After their arrival at the eave Nelson 
made splints and put the broken Ixines 
in place. 


M ade F ire by Friction. 
They 
found that their supply of 
matches 
was exhausted about this 
time, and us a fire was absolutely 
necessary to cook their food, mostly 
venison, and keep off the wild beasts 
they had to resort to the well known 
Indian process of making fire by frie 
Hon, which is done at all camps of 
the boy scouts 
With a long strip of catgut made 
fast to a bow they twirled an arrow ­ 
like. tough piece of wood in a bole in 
a small block of softer wood, around 
the friction point of which they had 
bunched 
thin 
shavings 
and 
paper. 
They soon h.ad a fire. 
The record of 
the boy scouts in making this sort of 
a fire Is thirty seconds, but Nelson took 
much more time than flutt because he 
had less experience in the process. 
After the fire was kindled the strand 
(-•I hunters dill not permit it to go o u t 
Nelson gathered a lot of fagots, and 
the Injured partner helped to keep the 
fire going when Nelson was otherwise 
engaged. 
Bears came to tile entrance 
of the cave, lait were frightened awny 
by the blaze. 
But the fire was ineffec­ 
tive against a pack of wild dogs that 
were driven tty bunger to attem pt the 
lives of the hunters. 
Without am m u­ 
nition they were forced to use bowl­ 
ders anti small stones to protect them­ 
selves against the howling pack that 
gathered at the mouth of the cave. 


Ready to M ake Last Desperate Stand. 
The hunters were prepared as a last 
resort to close in ami use their long 
hunting knives on the brutes, but the 
great stones they rolled down into the 
pack and the smaller ones they hurled 
killed half a dozen dogs. 
This saved 
them from further attack, as the fam ­ 
ished animals left alive fell on the 
dead ones and ate them. 
When the injured hunter got well 
enough 
to limp without pain they 
started back to the nearest settlement 
or lit the direction they Judged it 
should be. 
They were helped by a 
guide they fell in with, and he went 
on with them to St. John’s. They were 
much scarred by encounters with wild 
crest tires In their long stay In the des­ 
olate mountain, their clothing was iii 
tatters mid their beards long and un­ 
kem pt 
They said they bad trapped 
most of the game they needed for food 
after they were out of ammunition, 
but they had not hesitated to use their 
bunting knives on the less dangerous 
four footed game.

ENGLISH. 


A stray on the C orrect Use of 
“u” and “ e w ” Sounds. 
A curious feature of the English lan­ 
guage us it is sjHiken in this part of 
the United States is the prevalence of 
a dual system of pronunciation. The 
dictionaries tel! us unequivocally that 
we should pronounce “dew,” “knew” 
and “stew” us we do “few.” and that 
“student,” “stupid” and similar words 
should be enunciated as if they were 
speiled “stieudent” and “stiupid.” 
Nobody, apparently, disputes the cor­ 
rectness of this manner of pronounc­ 
ing ”u" and “ew ”—yet here Is a rule 
very much more honored In the breach 
than in the observance. 
Except for 
stage folks, the faculties and some of 
the student* of schools and colleges 
and a few persons who make a point of 
precise speaking, the academic sound 
of “u” is disregarded almost univer­ 
sally. 
It is by no means through ignorance 
that people say “stoo” and “stoopid." 
There are worthy iiersons who seem 
to feel that a good American really 
ought to say “stoo" and “stoopid.” 
They think, apparently, that the ortho­ 
dox ”u” and "ew” are Anglicisms and 
are used in this country only by per­ 
sons pedantic or “affected.” 
Of course, for all practical purposes 
one way of pronouncing is as good as 
another and usage lias made both 
forms correct. Nevertheless, the right 
use of “u” and “ew ” adds music and 
variety to the English language, and 
the younger generation might do well 
to pronounce according to the diction­ 
ary and gradually overcome an ‘‘Amer­ 
icanism" th at lias no real good excuse 
for being.—Rochester Democrat and 
Chronicle.

King George III. decreed that all Eng­ 
lish public roads, as k in g s highways, 
should lie marked with his name.

the colonies it was often impossible to 
mark the roads with the care and 
thoroughness that were used in Eng­ 
land. and in the wilderness it was 
enough to cut three notches on the 
largest trees along the roads. 
After the Revolution, of course, the | 
name of King George was omitted 
but the three notches proved useful as J

means of 
marking

roads 
Virginia colonists, it is said, carried 
the practice into Tennessee. Kentucky 
and Indiana, and their children, in 
turn, carried it into Missouri 
Originally Missouri had no counties J 
Later, when they were formed, the I 
state decided that if the ta-k were left i 
to the counties there would he little 
road building.

A colony of bank sw allow s taught a 
young but observing engineer how to 
build a tunnel that his more learned 
superiors had refused to undertake. 
North 
of 
Burlington, 
Vt., 
lies 
a 
broad sand plain high above the level 
of Lake Champlain, through which the 
Central railroad was to be carried by 
a tunnel. 
The sand. destitute of moist­ 
ure, would not cohere, but crumbled 
aw ay as soon as an excavation was 
made. 
After several costly trials the 
engineers decided that tile tunnel w is 
impracticable. 
A young man in the engineer’s otlice 
said be could tunnel the sand bank at 
a small cost. 
H e said he could hulk! W A NTED 
the tunnel for so many dollars a run­ 
ning foot, but that he couldn't expect 
the railway people to act upon ids 
opinion w hen so many American and 
European engineers had declared the 
project impracticable. 
The managers, however, gave him a 
contract to build fifty feet of the tun­ 
nel. 
On the face of the sand bank he 
marked the line of an arch larger than 
the proposed tunnel and on tDis line 
drove sharpened timbers into the bank 
Then he removed six feet of the sand 
and drove in another arch of twelve 
foot timbers, removing six feet more 
of sand. 
This process he repeated un 
til he had space enough to begin the 
masonry. 
As fast as the masonry was 
completed 
the space above it

filled, leaving the timbers in place.

built,

finished. 
He was asked whether there was 
any suggestion of the structure adopt 
cd by him to be found in the books on 
engineering. 
"No,’’ he said. “it came to m e in this 
way:

where tin* attempts were made and 
saw that a colony of sw allow s had 
made their homes in the bank. 
It oc­ 
curred to me that these little engineers 
had disproved the assertion that the 
sand hatl no cohesion. 
As every sw al­ 
low's home is a self sustaining tunnel 
without masonry. I thought that by 
extending their method I could con 
struct a larger tunnel. The bank sw al­ 
low is tile inventor: I am simply ids 
imitator.’’- Boston Post.
